WASHINGTON (INS)—Massachusetts Gov. Chrh 


tian A. Herter declared Thursday he will not consent it, 
having his name placed in nomination at the GOP conven- 
tion and Harold E. Stassen said Herter "must be drafted." 
Herter issued a brief statement in Boston less than 


seven hours after Stassen officially launched his drive to 
have the governor nominated as President Eisenhower's 
running mate instead of Vice President Richard M. Nixon.

problems, opened the Washington 
headquarters from which he will 
direct his anti-Nixon campaign and 
predicted that despite the heavy 
odds, be will give the Republican 
party an Eisenhower-Herter ticket. 


The Republican rebel's first cam- 


paign statement reflected 
t h e 


rough treatment he has received 
from GOP leaders. He said: "We 
are short of money." 


Weary after a hectic week but 


doggedly asserting that he will 
get both financial and moral sup- 
port in his attempt to make the 
Massachusetts governor the vice 
presidential nominee* Stassen de- 
clared that Mr. Eisenhower has

NEW ORLEANS (AP)—Air Force Lt. Col. Frank K. 


(Pete) Everest Jr. flew the Bell X2 research rocket plane 
1,900 miles an hour last week, nudging close to three 
times the speed of sound, it was learned Thursday. 


Everest attained the unprecedented velocity 'July 25 


while exploring the heating effects of supersonic flight 
upon the plane and its instruments. 


Everest, a visitor here from Edwards Air Force Base, 


Calif., where he is chief of flight test operations and where 
he has been flying the X2, declined 
Thursday to be interviewed until 
the Air Force gives him permission.

of its Curtiss-Wright rocket engine.

test program two years ago.

The craft is launched from a 
modified B-50 mother ship, and 
comes down on skid landing gear.

A-Test Fallout 
Hit Task Force 


. . . Pacific Blasts Are Completed 


WASHINGTON (INS)—The U.S. revealed Thurs- 


day that the task force that has just completed a nuclear 
test series in the Pacific was subjected to-"light'radio- 
active fallout. 


An Atomic Energy Commission statement said the 


fallout "occurred on parts of Eniwetok atoll occupied by 
the joint task force .. . following: the firing of the conclud- 
ing detonations'." The statement added that no evacuation 
of personnel or "special protective measures" were re- 
quired. 
gen warneac| for the interconti- 
nental guided missile the U.S. is 
AEC Chairman Lewis L. Strauss 


said the tests have "substantially 
advanced the security of this na- 
tion and the free world." 


Strauss said the series of blasts 


testing big and little nuclear wea- 
pons developed "new knowledge 
which will add to the power and 
the flexibility of our nuclear arm- 
ament against aggression." 


An AEC statement disclosed that 


the tests, which began in the spring 
and continued well into July, 
ranged from devices yielding ex- 
plosive force equal to thousands 
of tons of TNT to H-bombs equal 
to millions of tons of destructive 
impact. 


The statement quoted the "pre- 


liminary reports" of Rear Adm. 
B. Hall Hanlon, commander of 
Joint Task Force Seven which car- 
ried out the tests at the Pacific 
proving ground in the Marshall 
Islands. 


Hanlon reported tnat "the en- 


ergy released by each of the de- 
vices fell within the range of es- 
timates made .prior to the firing." 


The U. S. nas p u b l i c l y an- 


nounced only two H-bomb tests, 
one an "open shot" which was 
witnessed by representatives of 
news media a'nd civil de/ense of- 
ficials. Japanese scientists, how- 
ever, have recorded 10 nuclear 
blasts m the series. 


One of the tests, reportedly in- 


volved a prototype aiomic-hydro- 


striving to perfect before Russia 
can announce achievement of such 
an ocean-spanning weapon.

"not be unusual," this would, equal 
the loss of the entire $500 plus the 
payment of a 1250 penalty by the 
farmer. 


ASC officials also r e m i n d e d 


farmers that once they have signsd 
up for the Soil Bank they could 
not back out of the agreement 
They said there had been "a good 
many requests" from farmers who 
had received ram recently and 
thought he could do better outside 
the Soil Bank. This will not be 
allowed, they said, at least under 
present regulations.

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Nebraska Has A Look 


Nebraska farmers now know that 1956's soil 


bank program in this state cannot give a full, 
complete picture of its operation. 


Basically the soil bank is expected to reim- 


burse the farmer on the land the net profit, he 
could have expected had he planted hii acres to 
wheat or corn. His wheat for the 1956 crop went 
into the ground in the fall of 1935. His corn was 
planted in May anj June in advance of the con- 
gressional 
compromise farm 
legislation. Al- 


though Nebraska in the light of crop loss due to 
drought and heat in recent days now has under- 
taken to place slightly less than a million and 
a half acres of land under the soil bank program, 
the farmer already had purchased the seed, 
planted his crop, cultivated it at least once and 
still must destroy it in order to pick up a check 
for compliance with the soil bank program. The 


idea is that normally he would not be put to the 
expense of preparing the soil, buying the seed, 
planting it ind caring for the crop until maturity, 
and then harvesting it. 


Nebraska's acres thus far earmarked for the 


soil bank program are about an eighth of the 
total planted acreage in the state. Normally 
Nebraska's planted acreage approximates 17 
million acres. It appears that the 1956 soil bank 
will provide those with land under it with a total 
revenue of S34 million. The net profit which is to 
be anticipated would come from this aggregate 
acreage, had there been no seed to buy. land 
to prepare or crop to tend. In other words, for 
taking land out of production, Nebraskans still 
may get a little bit less financially this year than 
normally with the income of $34 million. It is 
better than nothing.

But the reader should understand that in 


virtually all cases, 148 individuals with a yearly 
income of a million dollars or more in 1953 
did not get it from salaries or wages but through 
dividends and the sale of capital assets. Actually 
the total income of those millionaires in 1953 
was $275 millions. 
They paid taxes of $169»-j 


millions. 


Though the cry still remains that the rich get 


richer, and the poor get poorer, the full facts 
tell a different story. This is the one nation in 
the world where the sharpest of contrasts can- 
not be found. It is not too difficult to draw a 
picture of America fifty years hence when it

A reader of this newspaper living in southwest- 


ern Nebraska sends this note to the editor: "I 
am sending you a full page against public power 
taken from a magazine of national circulation, 
a page or others of similar content which have - 
been appearing in various sections of the coun- 
try. 
I wish you would comment editorially on 


this and give the truth." The page referred to 
makes no attempt to discriminate between vari- 
ous types of federal power projects—all of which 
under far-sighted management and with a sound 
program, of amortization will pay back to Uncle 
Sam's treasury the money spent to construct the 
development, plus interest. 


TJnder a heading in eye-catching type: "How 


Federal Law Creates A New 'Privileged Class,' " 
the statement is made that several million fam- 
ilies and businesses in this country occupy a 
lavored class with special privileges in buying 
electric light and power. Folks in the "favored 


class" don't pay taxes on their 
electric light and power as you 
do, it is set forth. Then it con- 
tinues: "You are taxed more to 
pay their share of federal, state 


and local taxes." 
We make no pretense of 


speaking for every region or every section of 
the United States. It is a big country and in the 
development of various regions no doubt it will 
be found that varying conditions apply in the 
programs-of resource development. But if the 


* group responsible for this statement is talking 


about Nebraska's public power program, then 
it is all wet, and so wrong. In Nebraska, in the 
development of a public power program, ar- 
rangements -were made for payment of taxes 
by what is called 'payments in lieu of taxes.' Ne- 
braska's public power districts pay into the 
treasuries of all local political subdivisions sums 
equal to the tax payments made on those prop- 
erties owned previously by the private utilities. 
Those 'payments in lieu of taxes' run_ into the 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in this state 
and contribute to maintenance of school, county, 
city and state governments.

for mental patients, and others, have been un- 
der-staffed, in some cases badly. 


Yet the most revealing—and at the same time 


the most thought-provoking—reflection upon the 
activities of Nebraska's Board of Control is set 
forth in a story appearing in Thursday's Star. 
Payrolls of the institutions under the Board of 
Control show that 188 employes have been added 
in the last six months. 
That means that in 


strengthening the institutional staffs the Board 
has gone out to hire an additional 31 employes 
every month for the last six months. 


We have no knowledge whether institutional 


problems justified this increase. 
Nor is this 


written in the spirit of criticism. 
But we do 


know that Nebraskans are feeling more and 
more the burdens of taxation. We know that the 
questions involved in institutional staffing are 
not confined to hiring enough to do the job on 
the basis of the highest standards possible. We 
seek high standards and at the same time there 
is- a limit to the amount which the people of 
Nebraska can pay for such services. There must 
be care not to go wild in adding to employes. 


In connection with one institution there are 59 


patients, 122 employes—in the case of still an- 
other, 142 patients and 153 employes. 


There was a unique situation in this first six 


months of 1956 where the number of inmates 
and patients increased by 31 while the number 
of employes increased by 188. 


The Unicameral Legislature, facing the sec- 


ond consecutive year of corn crop loss, may 
want to review this situation.

Nor is it true that the Tennessee Valley Au- 


thority makes no tax payments to political sub- 
divisions in those states served by the TVA.. It 
also pays hundreds of thousands of dollars an- 
nually in payment in lieu of taxes. There is an- 
other aspect to all of this that needs repeating 
at every opportunity. This is an aging nation. 
Its lands are becoming -worn and exhausted. Its 
irrigation needs are mounting. Water is the 
greatest sweetener of land to retain its pro- 
ductivity.

This campaign between groups to stir up mis- 


understanding is rather sad and it has been gain- 
ing momentum as the result of a change in 
power policy under the Eisenhower administra- 
tion. 
We do not put privately-owned electric 


companies out of business in the development of 


a public power program for 
the joy—some people would 
speak of it that way—of em- 
barking u p o n socialism or 
attacking a system of pri- 


vate enterprise. 
Power is linked with irriga- 


tion solely to defray a portion of the costs of 
storing immense quantities of water behind big 
dams to provide for the irrigation so vital to 
vast sections of semi-arid lands to the west of 
the Missouri River. That is a basic principle 
of any sound irrigation program. We went 
through this business in Nebraska in the 30's 
and this ediior as a member of a board of three 
developing irrigation and power so well recalls 
those z unforgettable years and the needs which 
they projected. -We have had two more les- 
sons in succession in 1955 and 1956. We need ir- 
rigation here. We need the storage of every 
drop of water that can be saved and if there is 
to be effective storage, there must be huge 
reservoirs and big dams—not shallow pools and 
ponds of very limited storage. Those irrigation 
projects stripped of power are much more diffi- 
cult in liquidating the debts incurred in con- 
structing them than those which have power.

Bulk Of Support For 


Kefauver Step-Down 


Gully-Marred Cusfer Fields Rival The Canyon 


WASHINGTON — Estes Kefau- 


ver's decision to withdraw in fa- 
vor of Adlai Stevenson came only 
after much soul-searching and a 
hot all-day session with his co- 
horts who came to Washington 
from all over the U.S.A. 


For some time, his two top cam- 


paign managers. Jiggs Donohue. 
former D. C. commissioner, and 
Howard McGrath, former attorney 
general, were adamant that he 
withdraw. He faced a 540,000 cam- 
paign deficit from his California- 
Florida primaries, plus a $29,000 
expense for maintaining headquar- 
ters in Chicago. But before he made 
a decision, Kefauver asked the 
leaders who had been most loyal 
to meet in a confidential session 
in Washington. 


The reaction was mixed. Some 


almost wept. Some advised him 
to support Stevenson. Some urged 
that he make a deal with New 
York's 
Gov. Harriman. S o m e 


urged that he fight to the bitter 
end. 


One of the most eloquent pleas 


for Kefauver to stay in the race 
came from Col. William A. Rob- 
erts, Washington attorney who had 
the tough job of raising money for 
the Tennessee senator's deficit. 


Another came from De Silva of 


the retail clerks union who largely 
carried the ball for Kefauver in 
southern California. 


"I'm going to talk just as if I 


was the candidate," he told Ke- 
fauver advisers in the closed-door 
session. "Now let's see what I've 
got to gain or lose. 


"First the organization of the 


convention will be against me 
They'll probably put my delegates 
off in a comer or behind a pole. 


"Second, the ushers and door- 


keepers will push my delegates 
around. You know how the Arvey 
boys told us where to go and when 
to 
come last time at Chicago. 


Of Short Memory 


Memory seems to be surprisingly short in Con- 


gress and among a great many Americans as 
evidenced by the favorable progress on the 
Dirksen bill which would hand over German 
and Japanese property 
seized during World 


War II. 


The argument being advanced is that the prop- 


erty was privately-owned and, therefore, it would 
not be honorable for this country to appropriate 
it. That hardly squares up with the facts. Most 
of the property was controlled by nationalist pro- 
war rulers and if restored will go back to the 
cartel operators as an extension of their control 
and wealth. 


One of the principal facts that is being for- 


gotten is that after World War II the Paris agree- 
ments provided that the United States and our 
allies would not demand reparations, but retain 
assets seized during the war. In that sense 
these assets have already been bought and paid 
for once for they were accepted as full pay- 
ment for war damage that actually ran to a far 
bigger figure. To hand them back now would be 
a deal by which the defeated aggressor powers 
would profit twice and the United States would 
lose twice. 


It is not small change we are talking about. 


The United States would be out of pocket some- 
where between S400 and $500 million, a sum 
that has been billed once to the taxpayers and 
now may be billed a second time.

Water Rates 


Lincoln, Xeb. 


To the editor of The Lincoln Star: 


In regard to the editorial, "Mayor 
Jeary's Legacy" in the June 30 Star, 
the mayor is quoted as saying. 
"I urge you to keep water rates at 
such a level as will permit not 
only the maintenance of the plant 
and cost of the bonds but a sur- 
plus account should also be accu- 
mulated. If this program had been 
in effect prior to 1952, there is a 
possibility that bond issues would 
not have been required." 


Kad the present water rates been 


in effect for the decades prior to 
1952, they would have cost the citi- 
zens of Lincoln millions and mil- 
lions of dollars. As it was, the citi- 
zens used those millions to build 
and improve their homes, streets, 
sewers, water works and other pub- 
lic improvements. 


Experience has shown that to 


place at the disposal of public of- 
ficials more money than actual 
need requires is to invite trouble. 


There is a differentiation in inter- 


est rates of between one and two 
per cent in favor of municipal 
bonds over revenue bonds without 
any corresponding advantages in 
supplying the city with water. And 
if these revenue water bonds run 
their length, they will cost the 
people of Lincoln over two million 
dollars above that which they would 
have paid had municipal bonds 
been used to extend our water 
system. 


I think, with the increased facili- 


ties and volume, a low water rate 
should still be sufficient to main- 
tain and extend our water works 
and the citizen is fully as capable 
of handling the savings as our pub- 
lic officials. 


And this is not alone Mr. Jeary's 


legacy — the editor and others 
should be included.

Basically th e soil bank is ex pected to reim­ 
burse th e farm er on th e land th e net profiL h e 
could h ave ex pected h ad h e planted h is acres to 
wh eat or corn. His wh eat for th e 1956 crop went 
into th e ground in th e fall of 1955. His corn was 
planted in May and June in advance ot th e con­ 
gressional 
compromise 
farm 
legislation. 
Al­ 
th ough N ebraska in th e ligh t of crop loss due to 
drough t and h eat in recent day s now h as under­ 
taken to place sligh tly less th an a million and 
a h alf acres of land under th e soil bank program, 
th e farm er already h ad purch ased th e seed, 
planted h is crop, cultivated it at least once and 
still must destroy it m order to pick up a ch eck 
for compliance with th e soil bank program. Ih e 


idea is th at normally h e would not be put to th e 
ex pense of preparing th e soil, buy ing th e seed, 
planting it and caring for th e crop until maturity , 
and th en h arvesting it. 
N ebraska’s acres th us far earm arked for th e 
soil bank program are about an eigh th of th e 
total planted acreage in th e state. Normally 
Nebraska's planted 
acreage 
approx imates 
17 
million acres. 
It appears th at th e 1956 soil bank 
will provide th ose with land under it with a total 
revenue of $34 million. Th e net profit wh ich is to 
be anticipated would come from th is aggregate 
acreage, h ad th ere been no seed to buy , land 
to prepare or crop to tend. In oth er words, for 
taking land out of production. N ebraskans still 
may get a little bit less financially th is y ear th an 
normally with th e income of $34 million. It is 
better th an noth ing.

Under a h eading in ey e-catch ing ty pe: “ How 
F ederal Law Creates A New ‘Privileged Class,’ ” 
th e statem ent is made th at several million fam ­ 
ilies and businesses in th is country occupy a 
iavored class with special privileges in buy ing 
electric ligh t and power. 
Folks in th e “ favored 
class” don’t pay tax es on th eir 
electric ligh t and power as y ou 
do, it is set forth . 
Th en it con­ 
tinues: “ You are tax ed more to 
pay th eir sh are of federal, state 
and local tax es.” 
We make no pretense of 
speaking for every region or every section of 
th e United States. It is a big country and in th e 
development of various regions no doubt it will

treasuries of all local political subdivisions sum s 
equal to th e tax pay ments made on th ose prop­ 
erties owned previously by th e private utilities. 
Th ose ‘pay ments in lieu of tax es’ run into th e 
h undreds of th ousands of dollars in th is state 
and contribute to maintenance of sch ool, county , 
city and state governments.

No r is it true that the Tennessee Valley Au­ 
tho rity makes no tax pay ments to po litical sub­ 
div isio ns in tho se states serv ed by the TV A.. It 
also pay s hundreds o f tho usands o f do llars an­ 
nually in pay ment in lieu o f tax es. There is an­ 
o ther aspect to all o f this that needs repeating 
at ev ery o ppo rtunity . This is an aging natio n. 
Its lands are beco ming wo rn and ex hausted. Its 
irrigatio n needs are mo unting. 
Water is the 
greatest sweetener o f land to retain its pro ­ 
ductiv ity .

We know th at th e 
questions involved in institutional staffing are 
not confined to h iring enough to do th e job on 
th e basis of th e h igh est standards possible.

Th ere m ust 
be care not to go wild in adding to employ es. 
In connection with one institution th ere are 59 
patients, 122 employ es—in th e case of still an­ 
oth er, 142 patients and 153 employ es. 
Th ere was a unique situation in th is first six 
month s of 1956 wh ere th e num ber of inmates 
and patients increased by 31 wh ile th e number 
of employ es increased by 18 8 . 
Th e Unicameral Legislature, facing th e sec­ 
ond consecutive y ear of corn crop loss, may 
want to review th is situation.

If th is program h ad been 
in effect prior to 1952, th ere is a 
possibility th at bond issues would 
not h ave been required.” 


Had th e present w ater rates been 
in effect for th e decades prior to 
1952, th ey would h ave cost th e citi­ 
zens of Lincoln millions and mil­ 
lions of dollars.

KNOW YOUR 


GOLF 


By Tommy Armour 


A good crisp iron shot is one 


which results Lorn sharp, accu- 
rate contact between the center, 
or "sweet spot," of that Jofted club 
face and the ball. Whether it be a 
2 iron, a 5 or an 8 iron, that contact 
must occur before the club reaches 
the bottom of its arc. This is the 
reason why, at address, your hands 
must be ahead of the ball. The 
point of maximum power in a golf 
swing is the split moment in which 
the wrists uncock. By keeping your 
hands ahead of the ball as illus- 
trated, the point of maximum 
power in the iron shot occurs while 
the club face is still moving down 
and thru the ball.

smashed during an afternoon rest 
break m the camp's rock pit Mon- 
day. Five others had their legs 
injured in a s i m i l a r outbreak 
Tuesday. Seven legs were n o t 
broken, but were badly bruised 
and lacerated. 


The injured convicts, now in the 


stale prison hospital at Reidsville, 
•were quoted in interviews as say- 
ing they acted in protest against 
conditions at the Rock Q u a r r y 


by smashing 20-pound s l e d g e s 
down on them, But the investi- 
gating legislative committee heard 
a young Negro testify that he saw 
the Monday leg-crunching and that 
only one man, one of the Negroes, 
actually broke his own leg. 


'Down the Line' 


Graphically describing the scene 


in a shaded portion of the deep 
rock quarry which was not visible 
from guard towers, the witness 
said the men placed their legs 
on two rocks about eight inches 
apart.
